Last  June  Girls'  State  met  in  Ann  Arbor  where  360  high  school 
girls  from  Michigan  participated.  Geneva  Tarrant,  a  sixteen  year  old 
College  Preparatory  student  who  maintains  a  "B"  average,  was 
chosen  to  represent  Northwestern  High  School. 

Girls'  State  is  operated  and  directed  under  the  same  system  as 
the  State  of  Michigan.  The  girls  were  divided  into  nineteen  cities 
with  twenty  girls  in  each  city.  Officers  were  elected  for  local  and 
state  positions.  The  highest  position  was  governor.  Geneva  was 
elected  State  Treasurer. 

During  their  ten  day  stay,  the  girls  resided  in  the  Mary  Marker 
Hall.

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A  TRIBUTE  TO  SAM  BISHOP

Northwestern  High  School  couldn't  have  dedicated  the  Norwester  to  a  more  deserving  person  than  Sam 
Bishop,  Dean  of  Coaches  and  Athletic  Director  in  the  Public  School    League. 

Sam  deserves  credit  for  the  way  he  came  up.  As  a  poor  boy,  he  had  to  go  to  work  at  13.  Later  he  met 
and  played  semi-pro  football  with  the  late  Martin  Conrad,  at  that  time  coach  at  Benton  Harbor  High  School 
Recognizing  the  boy's  ability,  Mr.  Conrad  persuaded  Sam  to  return  to  school.  After  graduating  with  hon- 
ors, he  entered  Western  Michigan  Teacher's  College  in  1922.  Here,  he  starred  as  guard  on  the  team  that 
was  unbeaten,  untied  and  unscored.  He  also  made  an  outstanding  record  as  an  outfielder  in  baseball. 
Meanwhile,  Conrad  was  offered  a  berth  at  Northwestern  University,  where  he  remained  a  year  before  ac- 
cepting a  position  at  Glenview  High  School  in  Cleveland  in  1924.  Mr.  Conrad,  however,  had  not  forgotten 
the  serious  young  man  from  Benton  Harbor  who  had  just  received  his  teaching  certificate.  Bert  Maris  was 
urged  to  give  Mr.  Bishop  a  trial.  Sam  was  interviewed  and  hired.  The  rest  is  history. 

From  1924  to  1947,  when  he  retired  from  coaching  football,  his  teams  won  113  games,  lost  52  and  tied 
16.  He  had  six  league  championships  and  twice  his  teams  were  the  state's  best.  Sam  coached  any  sport 
that  Bert  Maris  asked  him  to.  He  took  the  baseball  squad  in  1931  and  before  handing  the  reins  to  Walter 
Owens  in  1959,  he  had  six  West  Side  and  three  league  championships.  He  coached  track  and  swimming 
also,  having  the  league  track  titleholders  for  both  indoor  and  outdoor  events  in  1941.  His  cross-country 
team  had  also  won  the  championship  back  in  1932. 

Sam  Bishop  had  a  burning  desire  to  improve  himself  and  attended  night  classes  at  Wayne  University, 
getting  a  B.A.  degree  in  1933  and  five  years  later  he  finished  his  work  for  M.A.  When  Bert  Maris  retired, 
he  was  named  athletic  director. 

Sam  married  the  former  Helen  Jacobson  in  1926.  They  have  two  children,  Mrs.  Madlyn  Gold  and  Mel, 
a  senior  in  Education  at  Wayne.  In  1948,  a  testimonial  dinner  was  given  for  him  by  some  of  his  former 
students.  They  hailed  him  as  "A  Great  Coach,  A  Builder  of  Men,  A  Good  Sportsman". 

To  which  we  add:"A  good  winner  and  a  good  loser".
